She was buying a hat in a milli-

She is incapable of know- 
ing what details are s>-,semia3 and what 
are not. She will waste time over 


the unimportant, while the necessary 
are neglected- Or she will fuss around 
asking the manager or her fellow- 
workers about this, that and the other 
until she has everybody's nerves on 
edge and temper at the breaking 
point. 


Fussiness begins in a state of mind. 


It is a lack of the sense of propor- 
tion. One is unable to see clearly 
what is vital and what is not, and so 
trifles loom large. But if the woman 
who is addicted to this habit would 
deliberately give time to thinking of 
the true relations of things, she could 
cure herself of a most annoying prac- 
tice and one. too. that fritters away 
life. L«t her caimiy sit down and 
think ahead to the hour's work, or 
the day's work, or her work in general. 
Let her sift out what are the chief 
things in it. which ones drop to minor 
places. Then let her definitely deter; 
mine to put these aside and to give 
them only the brief attention they 
merit.
